The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the concept of applying a signal 
having symmetric or uniform probability density to calibrate an ADC in the recited 
cascaded multi-stage environment. U.S. Patent 5,294,926 to Corcoran describes an 
ADC calibration procedure applying a test sine wave to analog input terminals [col. 2, 
lines 43-44]. U.S. Patent 4,982,350 to Perna et al uses square pulses [col. 15, lines 
59-65] as a test input signal [1 73] during calibration. U.S. Patent 4,763,1 05 to Jenq 
applies sine wave signals to digitizers [col. 1 0, lines 45-50]. U.S. Patent 4,419,656 to 
Sloane sends a dither signal to an ADC under test [col. 6, lines 8-13].
